As a result of the success of 
the short courses in swimming 
and life saving, such as_ those 
evonducted at Chaffey this sum- 
mer and last by Fred H. Clapp 
and sponsored by the Upland and 
Ontario Red Cross chapters, the 
American Red Cross is preparing 
to continue the instruction next 
year on a more extensive scale 
with the aid of itinerant teachers. 

A number of Red Cross chap- 





ters now employ year-round 
swimming and life-saving  in- 
structors. Others promote a wa- 


ter-safety program through the 
summer months only. To meet 
the need of still other chapters 
desiring similar leadership for 
periods of one, two or three 
weeks during the summer season, 
the Ked Cross the past year in- 
augurated a plan enabling each 
chapter to offer the public a 
brief, intensive period of instruc- 
tion. Before taking up their sched- 
ules, the itinerant instructors 
were given thorough training at 
first aid and life saving sinsttutes 
conducted by the Red Cross in;
